Devastating floods, which have rav- 
ged wide valleys in southern Geor- 
gia, Alabama and northwest Florida, 
continued their destruction as they 
raced nearerghe sea last night across 
the great coastal flats. 

Brighter pictures were presented 
through most of the affected areas 
in Georgia and Alabama but acute 
conditions still prevailed in most of 
the Florida territory where more than 
1,000 families were horheless and some 
200 additional families ready to flee 


rising waters. 
With the residents of Caryville, Fla. 


quartered at Bonifay, where food and 
shelter has been provided pending re- 
cession of waters which now course 
12 fect deep in the little Chocta- 
watchee river town, the populace of 
Westville, across the river from Cary- 
ville, prepared to evacuate. It was 
feared that place might be engulfed 
since the floods were rising hourly. 
It was believed that flood warnings 
generally had been obeyed in the val- 
leys of the Ocmulgee and Oconee riv- 
ers in Georgia. The-flood crest still 


was many miles from the sed but the 
regions adjacent to the rivers are very 
swampy and sparsely populated. Aside 
from damage to crops, highways and 
railways little real danger was seet 
for the area. 

Thousands Homeless. 


Estimates of the homeless ranged 
from 38,000 to 5,000, but the death 
list stood at six, all of whom 
were Alabama negroes. Property 
damage still was unestimated, but de 
clared to be several million dollars 
aside from losses to growing crops 

Stories of almost miraculous es- 
capes from death and of heroic res- 
cues came out of the flood area. A 
Louisville & Nashville passenger train 
missed disaster by minutes in north- 
west Florita when @ section of road- 
bed washed out shortly after the train 
passed. Five persons were rescued 
after their skiff overturned while they 
were attempting to cross the river 
between Westville and Caryville. An 
unidentified white man was taken 
from the swirling waters of Gum 
Swamp creek, in Telfair county, Geor- 
cia, and many persons were rescued 
from trees in the Caryville district. 

Every bridge and dam has been 
washed away in several counties of 
the three states. A huge dam on Lit- 
tle river in Tift county, Georgia, 
broke, releasing a great volume of 
water to swell the flooded little stream 
to a mile in width.

SENATE REFUSE 
MARINE FUND CUT 


Washington, April 25.—(United 
News.)—The senate defeated a pro- 
posal to cut off funds for the marines 
in Nicaragua late today. 

This victory for the administration 
was won under the leadership of Sen- 
ator Borah, chairman of the senate 
foreign relations committee, a unique 
role for the senate’s most famous dis- 
senter. He took issue with the sen- 
ate insurgents with whom he has 
joined in many previous fights against 
the administration. 

The test came on an amendment 
to the naval appropriation bill, which 
would prohibit use of funds in the 
measure for the marine forces in Nica- 
ragua after. February 1, unless Ameri- 
can lives and property were in phy- 
sical danger. 

This amendment, sponsored by Sen- 
ator Norris, Nebraska, insurgent, was 
defeated 22 to 52. The bill, appro-

The record-breaking speed dash 
of Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh, in 
rushing by aeroplane, from New 
York to Quebec, pneumonia serum 
in the hope of saving the rapidly 
waning life of Floyd Bennett, a fel- 
low. flyer—whose life was sacrificed 
in the sacred cause of mercy—will 
stand out in aeronautic history. as 
another of the, great accomplish- 
ments of the daring aviator whom 
the world loves as no other hero 
of the air. 

Battling snow, sleet, storm, sharp 
adverse winds, low visibility, and) 
every discouraging element to one 
less intrepid, Colonel Lindbergh 
made the more than 500 mile dash 
in less than four hours.

fairly accurate guesses made, but in 
most instances the unofficial allot- 
ments failed to materialize. 

In that year, 1877, in the case of 
President Hayes, practically every 
propheteer was at sea and the only 
guess that hit the mark was the gen- 
eral expectation that John Sherman 
would be made secretary wf the treas- 
ury. Hayes sprang two big surprises 
upon the country by choosing William 
M. Evarts as secretary of state and 
David M, Key, of Tennessee, an ex- 
Confederate and democrat, to be post- 
master general. 

_Searcely any one, as I remember, 
picked more than one of his cabinet 
in ‘advance for President Garfield. 
and that was James G. Blaine for 
secretary of state.

Helping Hands for Cleveland. 


Perhaps the liveliest advance cabi- 
net making was that done for Grover 
Cieveland, the first post-war demvo- 
cratic president. His election was 
really unexpected .by the wiseacres of 
Washington political circles. But 
when the returns showed that al- 
though Blaine got 25 more popular 
votes than Cleveland, the latter had 
won 20 states with 219 electoral votes 
over Blaine’s 18 states with 1&3xyelec- 
toral votes only, speculation became 
active concerning the probable com- 
position of the democratic cabinet. 

The popular guess was Senator 
Thomas F. Bayard, of Delaware, for 
secretary of state and proved to be 
correct.. I do not recall] that any one 
thought of Dan Manning for secre- 
tary of the treasury. Most of the 
guesses chose for that job either Ros- 
well P. Flower, of New York, or Sam 
Randall, of Pennsylvania, ‘former 
speaker of the house of representa- 
tives. But Manning got the berth and 
filled it with distinction. Another 
surprise was the appointment of Sena- 
tor Garland, of Arkansas, to be attor- 
ney general, and it was almost as un- 
expected as the choice of Senator La- 
mar, of Mississippi, as secretary of 
the interior. 

“ Cleveland’s second entrance into the 
white house brought out. some ap- 
pointments to the cabinet that jarred 
perty chiefs and the country at large. | 
“he most amazing was the choice of 
Walter Q. Gresham, a republican; for 
secretary of state and the next novelty 
to that was the naming of Hoke 
Smith,.of Georgia, to be secretary of 
the interior.

Some Chameleon Cabinets. 

Before the civil war the cabinets 
that underwent the most changes of 
personnel were those of Tl resident 
Jackson and. Presidént Tyler. Both 
served under stormy fodlitical condi- 
tions and feund it necessary to make 
frequent changes of cabinet officers. 

Jackson had four’ secretaries of 
state, five secretries of the treasury, 
four secretaries of war, three attor- 
neys general, two postmasters gen- 
eral, and three secretaries of the navy. 

Tyler, who succeeded the office one 
month after the inauguration of 


President Harrison by reason of the 
latter’s sudden death, became estrang- 
from Henry Clay and the other 
whig leaders and had to practically 
transform his administration into aun 
independent one. ‘ 

Tyler had four secretaries of state, 
four secretaries of the treasury, three 
secretaries of war, three attorneys 
general, two postmasters general, and 
five secretaries of the navy.

DIET AND HEALTH

CAN THIS BE TRUE? 

In this morning's paper, I read that 
Rabbi Meier Yechiel, a famous Polish 
Jew, who just died at the age of 74, 
| fasted six days a week for 40 years. 

Cah one fast six days and thrive 
on what could be eaten the seventh 
dav? No, it is not possible. In. the 
first place; fasting for six days will 
contract the stomach; and it would 


be impossible for one to eat enough 
on the seventh day to maintain health. 
The probability is that the famous 
rabbi did not fast, but took liquids 
with no solid foods. One can get 
enough nourishment in liquid diet— 
depending on what is taken and the 
amount of it—to maintain or even 
to gain in weight. For instance, an 
exelusive milk diet is one of the best 
methods of gaining or losing weight. 
The elderly need a comparatively 
small amount ef food, unless they 
have sreat physical netivities. th 
fact that Rabbi Yechiel, lived to the 
age of 74 showed he must have been 
adequately nourished. He could not 
have been, hail he actually fasted for 
|six days a week.

Seda and Colds. 

Recently 1 told of the experiences 
'of a doctor in charge of the medical 
department of an industrial plant who 
found that the administration of 
bicarbonate of soda was an aid in 
helping to cure aud abort colds. ‘he 
doctor believes that the condition we 
khow as acidosis may be the factor 
whieh lowers the resistance to colds, 
and the soda relieves this acidosis. 

{ have quite a number of leiters 
asking me to explain further. 

First. I will repeat what 1 
you before: You can bring on 
acidosis by a diet that 
‘and flesh foods, with too little 
the foods that leave an 
residue—milk, milk preduets, fruits. 
vegetables and nuts; so the thing 
to do for a cold and fer general 
health is to immediately correct the 
diet. 

With a cold it will be advisable<to 
eut out all foods with an acid-ash 
and depend upon milf, cream, cheese, 
fruits and vegetables for the uour- 
ishment, for its duration. Don't for- 
get that normally we need some of 
the acid-ash foods, but there should 
be moré of the alkaline-ash. ones. 

My friend, Dr. Madge MeGuiuess, 
tells me she also has suecess with the 
soda’.and alkali-ash diet treatment 
of colds. First, if the celd promises 
to bhé severe, she has her patients go 
to bed for two days. She puts them 
immefliaiely on a non-acid diet and 
has them take a five-grain iablet of 
bicarbonate of soda in a glassful of 
modeately hot water, every hour dur- 
ing the day, for the first two days;

Jack Dempsey 
Wins Battle 
With Kearns 


| Former Chang Happy as 


Jury Returns Verdict in 
His Favor. 


BY GEORGE KIRKSEY. 

New York, April 25.—Jack Kearns 
tonight lost his attempt to collect 
large sums of money from Jack 
Dempsey, former heavyweight cham- 
pion of the world, on charges of 
breach of contract. 

The jury which heard testimony 
in Kearns’ suit against Dempsey re- 
turned its verdict at 10:45 p. m. be 
fore federal Judge Knox, who heard 
the verdict in evening clothes at a 
special night session of court. 

Jack Dempsey’s face«took on a 
glow when the verdict was returned 
and the former heavyweight cham- 
pion boynded up to the jury box and 
shook hands with each of the twelve 
middle-aged men who composed the 


jury. 
Hurries to Wife. : 

Then Jack thanked Judge Knox. 
who seemed to enjoy the experience 
as much as Dempsey. Lingering a 
few moments in court to confer with 
his attorney, Arthur T. Driscoll, he 
departed from the gloomy federal 
huilding to a hotel to meet his wife, 
Estelle Taylor. 

Jack Kearns took the decision 
against him withoyt any show of 
emotion and told newspapermen he 
bad nothing to say. 

Arthur N. Sagar, Kearns’ chief 
counsel, moved to have the verdict 
set aside as contrary to law and to 
the facts of the case, but the motion 
was denied by Judge Knox. 

Sagar announced he would appeal 
the case at once, but it is unlikely 
that the appeal can be heard before 
the fall term of the United States 
circuit court of appeals. 

The jury’s special verdict on the 
two questions of fact submitted to it 
by Judge Knox held that the con- 
tract which Kearns and Dempsey en- 
tered into for a three-year period in 
August, 1923, at Saratoga Springs, 
was valid, but that the life of the 
contract was terminated when the 
famous partnership was abrogated in 
a lawyer’s office in Los Angeles in 
July, 1925.

GRAPHIC STORY OF DEATH 
OF LOCKHART IS. TOLD 
BY SPEEDWAY OFFICIALS 


Daytona Beach, Fla., April. 24.—(AP)—A graphic description of 


the ghastly spectacle when Frank Lockhart, 


Indianapolis race driver, 


rode to his death in -his tiny but powerful Stutz Blackhawk Special in an 


attempt to establish a new world’s straightaway speed record today, was 


given to the Associated Press tonight by two officials of the American 
Automobile association, who witnessed the tragedy. 


The description was given by Odis 
Porter, official timer, and Arthur H 
Means, assistant secretary of . the 


governing body, who made a survey 
of the tire tracks made by the speedy 
little racing car, on its ill-fated run. 
The survey showed that the car, aft- 
er blowing a tire while traveling at 
an estimated speed of more than 200 
miles an hour, skidded approximately 
1.300 feet over a zig-zag course before 
it came to a stop in a demolished con- 
dition high on the beach, dangerously 
clese to a crowd of spectators, who 
had gathered to witness the run. It 
was estimated that only about five 
seconds elapsed from the time the 
car went out of contro] until it 
landed in a heap, with the driver 
dead, one-quarter of a mile down the 
beach. 
Car Zig-Zags. 

The survey, made by actual meas- 
urenients, the officials said, sl. owed 
that from the spot where the tire 
blew out, the car traveled in virtual- 
lv a straight line for 100 feet, then 
started swerving from side to side. It 
continued such a course for GOO feet. 
turned sidewise, struck a bump on the 
sands and hurtled through the air for 
57 feet, at the same time rolling over 
and over. through space. Then it 
struck the sands again with a ter- 
rific impact; bounced through the air 
for 33. feet, hit the sands again, and 
bounced for 36 feet. 

When it landed it struck a large 
bump, hurtled through the air for 140 
feet and Janded directly on a_ tiny 
wire, which tripped the timing device 
at 7:59 a. m. The hole dug into the 
sand at that point was approximately 
16 inches deep, them it bounded 120 
feet through the «ir, landed side- 
wise on all four wheels, and hurtled 
again for 75 feet through space to 
land on its side. It was at this point 
that Lockhart’s body was believed to 
have been thrown clear of the ma- 
chine, striking the sand with a mighty 
jolt. The car again bounded 42 feet 
through the air, struck the beach and 
rolled over several times, coming te a 
stop in a completely demolished con- 
dition. Lockhart’s body was picked 
up 51 feet beyond the point where 
the car halted. 


Badly Mangled. 


The car came to a halt almost di- 
rectly in front of the grandstand, and 
spectators, horrified at the spectacle. 
rushed to the side of the dying driver.

Mrs. Lockhart, who witnessed the 
fragedy and who was one of the first 
to reach his side after the accident, 
tonight prepared to send the body to 
the home of Lockhart's mother in 
Los Angeles for buria]. The machine.

The aces of the Athletics are each 
only 28, six years under Pennock’s 
mark. Each can stand considerabla 
more work than the willowy star of 
the Yankee staff. 

Grove is reputed to have as fast a 
ball as any in either league, with the 
possible exception of Dazzy Vance, but 
Walberg’s is declared by many players 
to be even faster. Both have a world 
of.stuff but like most southpaws are 
inclined to be erratic. Up to dat 
Grove has been the pre but Wal- 
berg may now have mastered the con- 
trol that leads to greater consistency.

The general tendency among the 
track and field observers is to con- 
cede nearly everything in a pole yvault- 
ing way to the United States, with 
Sabin Carr holding world’s record 
heights beyond 14 feet and Tee Barnes, 
of southern California, flirting with 
that dizzy height. 

They may be overlooking a_ real} 
threat in Victor Rickard, now per- 
forming for the University of VPitts- 
burgh, a native of Canada and slated

pics. 

In the opinion of Lawson Robertson, 
the American Olympic ‘head coach, 
Rickard is an outstanding menace to 
the supremacy of Carr, Barnes and 
other American stars.

Leo Lermond, the stout-hearted and 
stout-limbed young distance runner of 
the Boston A. A., is unquestionably 
America’s best prospect now for the 
Olympic 500 meters but the Univer- 
sity of Illinois has a young star. who 
will bear additional watching in Dave 
Abbott.

At Daytona 


Blowout Sends Car Haurtling 
Through Air at Terrific 
Speed. 


Daytona Beach, Fla., April 25.—(4) 
Frank - Lockhart rode to his death 


here today in attempting to break 
the world’s speed record for straight- 
away mile set by Ray Keech in J. M. 
White's big 36-cylinder Triplex car 
last Sunday. 

Lockhart had made three test runs 
and was 500 yards away from the 
beginning of the official mile start. 
driving at more than 200 miles an 
hour when his Stutz Blackhawk spe- 
cial went out of control, turned side- 
wise and hurdled 30 feet through the 
air. It went more than- 100 yards, 
hurtled, turned over and came down 
on the beach broken all to pieces. 
Rockhart was thrown clear of the 
machine. Spectators found him breath- 
ing heavily and bleeding profusely 
about the mouth and head. He was 
placed in an automobile and rushed 
to the hospital but was dead when he 
reached there. 

He was pronounced dead at 8:35 
a. m., 15 minutes after the acti- 
dent. 

Mrs. Lockhart was one of the 200 
spectators in the stand who witness- 
el the accident. She was among the 
first to reach her husband's side. Le- 
coming hysterical she was placed in 
the same automobile which took her 
husband to the hospital, and became 
more hysterical when doctors pro- 
nounced him dead. 

Trials, 


Lockhart had been ‘coming out on 
the beach for the past several morn- 
ings in the early hours to make test 
runs. On his first test run this morn- 
ing he had been clocked at 147 miles 
an hour and the return trial was 
made at a speed of 193 miles. 

William F. Sturm,. Lockhart’s man- 
ager, said before the tryout that le 
did not believe Lockhart would make 
the run or attempt a record today 
because of the unfavorable beach an: 
because he did not believe Lockhart 
had his motor tuned up properly. 

The beach was said to have been 
in the worst condition than for the 
past week. Adverse wind conditions 
had left ridges parallel of course 
which looked like qa washboard. 

On its first test run this morning 
south Lockhart’s machine took one 
of these ridges and ran into the water 
but was not thrown out of line, Com- 
ing back north on the return run as 
he was following the curve of the 
beach the car was seen to swerve %t 
a 25 degree angle. However, he right- 
ed the car and continued on the try- 
out. At this time he was traveling 
at a speed of 193 miles an hour. He 
spent 30 minutes at the north end 
icing up his motor and making motor 
adjustments and then went on the 
trial run south at 203 miles an hour. 
As he came back for the official run, 
which was opposite the grandstand, 
Lockhart was 500 yards froin that 
=e when his car went out of cuon- 
trol, 

Lockhart was driving the same car 
in which he had a narrow escape here 
on February 22, last, while 
an attempt to break the world’s speed 
record. At that time his machine got

He 
was married and had no children 

His car was a tiny little white 
| enamel machine weighing less than 
| 3,000 pounds, It had a 16-cylinder mo- 
tor which Lockhart designed himself. 
The car cost over $70,000. 

Lockhart held every American rec- 
ord from one to 100 miles on cirenu- 
lar eourses. He also held the worlds 
straightaway record of 911-2 cubie 
inch displacement motors which was 
set at the Dry Lake, Calif.. course 
in 1927 when he made 164 miles per 
hour. 

Lockhart’s career as a race driver 
was among the most meteoric of any 
pilot in the annals of speedom. Com- 


ing out of California in 1926 after 
several years’ training on the dirt 
tracks of the western state, Lockhart 
sprang to sudden fame when he won 
the Indianapolis speedway race, which 
was cut down to 400 miles that year 
instead of the-+customary 500 niles 
due to rain. 

He was noted on the speedways for 
the terrifie pace which he set up. 4 
trait which was evident in his dirt 
track driving. 

Like several other stars of the In- 
di:napolis classic, Lockhart met his 
death in later speed attempts. Dario 
Resta was killed at Brooklands speed- 
way, England, in an effort to set a 
new mark on that course; Jimmy 
Murphy went to his death at Syra- 
cuse N; Y., on the mile dirt track 
there while Gaston Chevrolet, a pre- 
vious winner at Indianapolis, met his 
death in a speedway race. 

Lockhart was almost an unknown 
when he won the Indianapolis race 
but he sprung into overnight fame 
upon his victory and has been con- 
sidered since then along with the vet- 
teran Ralph De Palma as the great- 
est of drawing cards in motor spee«l
